Poe against eight members 
of the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War. They are 
charged with plotting vio- 
lence during the 1972 Re- 
publican National Conven- 
tion in Miami Beach. 

Legal arguments in the 
judge’s chambers centered 
on what material the prose- 
, eution must give the de- 
fense under a law that re- 
quires the government to 
give defendants copies of 
FBI and Justice Department 
interviews with a prospec- 
tive witness in certain cases.
